
Fire department to offer 24-hour coverage

Fbr the first time in the history of the city, residents of 
Romulus will have fire protection 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week. 

Members of the city council approved the hiring of 
eight new firefighters Monday night, effectively doubling 
the size of the fire department 

Council members approved the transfer of funds from 
the police department to fund the new firefighters at the 
meeting 

At a study session last week, Charles Kirby, public safe¬ 
ty director, and David Allison, fire chief, suggested that six 
firefighters and one commander be hired, with the other 
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I think this is a big step and we’re 
going in the right direction.

two firefighters hired in the next fiscal year 

They also suggested that the fire inspector be upgrad¬ 
ed to fire marshal. 

After opposition from several council members to the 
idea of adding a commander, Kirby and Allison met with 
Mayor Alan R. Lambert and decided to go back to the 
original plan of hiring eight full-time firefighters. 

“My main objective was to hire the eight firefighters, 


so that’s what we requested,’’ Lambert said. 

“The goal was to be able to provide 24/7 fire coverage,” 
he said. 

The department will still upgrade the fire inspector’s 
position to fire marshal, with, another firefighter promot¬ 
ed to fire inspector 

“The fire marshal assists with inspections, does inves¬ 
tigations and some education,” Allison said. 

The city will also earmark money to promote four fire¬ 
fighters to lieutenants. Paid on-call captains will assume 
the duties of the lieutenants until they are in place, 
according to Allison. 

The firefighters will work 12-hour shifts, with two on

Congregation plans fundraiser 
following destruction of church

When in need, whom do you 
call—your family, friends, 
coworkers or neighbors? 

Members of a Romulus con¬ 
gregation are.calling on one 
and all to help them fund the 
replacement of their church 
that burned in January. 

Martin Temple Church of 
God In Christ will be accepting 
donations during a special 
“Help Rally” at 4 p.m. April 27 
at Saints City Church of God In 
Christ, 7335 Washington, in 
Romulus. 

• - Martin Temple, located at 

6566 Wayne Road, just north of 
Ecorse, was burned during a 


Jam 27 fire. 

Church members were 
using a blowtorch on the exte¬ 
rior of the building to thaw a 
frozen pipe when wood inside 
the church began to smolder, 
according to David Allison, 
Romulus fire chief. 

“They did the same thing 
last year and had no prob¬ 
lems,” he said. 

“They opened the doors to 
let the smoke out and thought 
everything was fine. They left 
for about 45 minutes to get 
something to eat and when 
they came back, they noticed 
smoke coming out of the front 
door” 

“When we opened the front 
door to the church, the air just 


fueled the Fire,” said Elder 
Edward Thomas Jr., church 
pastor since 1992. 

Firefighters from two 
Romulus stations and a tower 
truck responded to the scene 
but not before flames engulfed 
the building. 

“It was completely involved 
by the time we got there,” 
Allison said. “A fire doubles in 
size eveiy 30 seconds.” 

Built in 1949, the church 
had been known as the Martin 
Temple since 1978. 

Representatives from the 
church say damage to the 
structure is too extensive to 
repair and that insurance will

Mother leads fight 
against teen suicide

Glenda Everett didn’t know 
her son, Jesse, was going to com¬ 
mit suicide at age 14 But some of 
his friends knew. 

“He told two friends in school 
the day before Thanksgiving 
what he was going to do on the 
following Saturday,” she 
recalled. 

Her son, who had only attend¬ 
ed high school for three months, 
shot himself Nov. 30, 1996, while 
hunting with a male friend of 
Everett’s. 

‘The day before Thanksgiving 
he told me school was too hard. 
He was screaming out for me 
and I didn’t know it,” Everett 
said. 

Today, Everett is director of 
the Michigan Yellow Ribbon 
Youth Suicide Prevention 
Program, headquartered in 
Dearborn. 

Everett addressed the mem¬ 
bers of the Romulus City Council 
last month to inform them about 
the program. She hopes to be 
able to visit Romulus schools in 
the future to talk about the pro¬ 
gram at all-school assemblies. 

“I am streetwise in suicide,” 
Everett said. “I want to increase 
awareness of teen suicide and 
empower the residents of 
Romulus to save lives.” 

The Yellow Ribbon Program 
is a proactive suicide prevention 
plan. 

Yellow Ribbon business-size 
cards are given to teens to keep 
with them at all times. If they are 
in a crisis situation or need help, 
they can give the card to some¬ 
one they trust—a friend, parent, 
school bus driver, coach or other 
person. 

The card says: ‘This ribbon is 
a lifeline. It carries the message 


that there are those who care 
and will help. If you are in need 
and don’t know how to ask for 
help, take this card to a coun¬ 
selor, teacher, clergy, parent or 
friend and say: ‘I need to use my 
yellow ribbon.’” 

The back of the card instructs 
the recipient to stay with the per¬ 
son in crisis, listen and get them 
to someone or call someone who 
can help. 

Tom Kuk, 18, of Westland said 
he used a Yellow Ribbon 
Program cai-d after contemplat¬ 
ing suicide after dealing with the 
attempted suicide of two friends. 
He said he also had a friend 
commit suicide about a month 
ago. 

“They brought me down with 
them. It was kind of a trigger 
effect,” he explained. “I didn't 
know how to deal with the feel¬ 
ings I was experiencing. That’s 
when I got in touch with Glenda,” 
he said. Kuk met Everett during 
a recent presentation at John 
Glenn High School in Westland, 
where he’s a senior. 

“Just knowing that program 
was there was enough to help 
me. I’ve also brought my knowl¬ 
edge of the program to my school 
and my church.” Kuk said. He is 
president of the youth group at 
St. Simon and Jude Catholic 
Church in Westland. 

The Yellow Ribbon Program 
was developed in memory of 
Michael Emme, a 17-year-old 
Colorado boy who shot himself in 
his yellow Ford Mustang outside 
his home in 1994 

His parents. Dale and Dar 
Emme, stalled the program. The 
yellow ribbon is a symbol of 
Michael’s beloved yellow 
Mustang

For area youth, a brush with 
the law doesn’t necessarily mean 
a trip to Detroit with the recent 
expansion of the 34th District 
Court juvenile justice program. 

The program has operated in 
Romulus for several years but 
according to Judge Brian Oakley, 
Belleville and Van Buren, Huron 
and Sumpter townships have 
only recently joined. 

Oakley recently spoke to stu¬ 
dents and staff at Romulus High 
School to explain the juvenile 
justice program. 

“Juveniles who are issued a 
citation will now have the oppor- 
tunity to work with the 34th 
District Court provided the child 
and his or her family agree to 
accept and abide by all assigned 
probation consequences, instead 
of going to court in Detroit” he 
said. 

The judge explained that par¬ 
ents often like this agreement 
because it gives them the chance 
to help their child locally. The 
agreement also makes it possible 
for the court to issue a juvenile a 
civil infraction with probation 
instead of a criminal citation.

not cover the cost of a new build¬ 
ing, so the 30 members are con¬ 
sidering a move to an existing 
site in Westland 

Allison said that the city build¬ 
ing code provided a specific 
amount of time to have any struc¬ 
ture deemed unsafe tom down 
Thomas said it would cost 
about $100,000 to build a new 
facility, but only about $60,000 to 
purchase an existing church. 

Currently, the church is rent¬ 
ing a building from Bishop Isaac 
King Jr. of the Pentecostal 
Temple Church of God In Christ 
in Inkster. 

Earlene Tye of Inkster has 
been a member of the Martin 
Temple for about 10 years. 


“First we had to get some local 
ordinances changed to make this 
possible,” Oakley said. “But the 
program is a definite success 
with our families because it 
offers a local alternative for 
offenders.” 

Under the program, young 
offenders and their parents can 
work with court Probation 
Officer Steve Williams. Juveniles 
who fail to complete the terms of 
their probation, however, will 
have their cases converted to a 
criminal violation, requiring an 
appearance in a Detroit court¬ 
room. 

‘The terms of probation may 
include a review of the child’s 
school report card, with higher 
grades and better citizenship 
expected; community service; 
either suspension or denial of 
their driver’s license; and ran¬ 
dom drug testsWilliams said. 

Oakley recently made 
Romulus High School his court¬ 
room when he had three juvenile 
hearings in front of more than 
100 students. 

“We wanted students to see 
how this program works, how the 
judge questions offenders and 
what the conditions of their pro¬ 
bation might be,” said Dan Hurst, 


“I was really distraught when 
I heard about the fire,” she said. 

“It was upsetting to think of all 
the plaques and pictures that 
were destroyed and all the work 
we put into the church,” Tye 
said. “But I know God will pro¬ 
vide and he must have had a 
good reason for the fire. You 
never know what’s in store for 
you.” 

Thomas said he was amazed 
to see how quickly the fire took 
the building. 

“I know what the Bible says— 
that we should count our bless¬ 
ings—but I cried,” he said. “We 
had just put new carpet in 
upstairs and new doors on the 
front of the church shortly before 
the fire.”

“It’s been about volunteers all 
this time,” Lambert said. “We 
need to work on raising the 
salaries for paid on-call people. 
We’ve got to remain competitive 
in this area” 

“The age of the volunteer is 
kind of going by the wayside,” 


goals for the future were and why 
it was important that they not 
repeat the violation.

John Thiede, president of the 
firefighters union, expressed 
firefighters’ continuing concern 
about the safely of full-time fire¬ 
fighters since volunteers don’t 
always make it to the scene. 

“We’re supposed to have four 
firefighters on each call. But a lot 
of times we don’t,” he said. 
“Volunteers often don’t show up 
for runs.” 

Allison and Kirby mentioned

that they have discussed the pos- 
sibility of having paid on-call 
staff work in the stations. 

Of the eight applicants for the 
new firefighter positions current¬ 
ly being reviewed by the city, 
Allison said seven are from the 
paid on-call ranks. 

Allison said the departmental 
vision for the future is to offer 
training in life support so that 
eventually the fire department 
can transport people during 
medical emergencies. 

“Although we can transport 
people now in an emergency, our 
ambulance service provides this 
service to the community. But, 
we’re hying to work in that direc¬ 
tion,” he said. 

“I would ultimately like to 
have our fire department be able 
to transport our citizens to med¬ 
ical facilities. But we’re not 
ready to do that now,’’ Lambert 
said.

“Romulus is my 
starting point”

mayor pro tern, recalled when 


one of the students who attend¬ 
ed the school where he serves 
as principal shot himself over a 
broken relationship. “Suicide is 
heavy,” Gear said. 

Council member William 
Wadsworth said he’s always 
been peiplexed by teen suicide. 

“It seems different than 
adult suicide,” Wadsworth said. 
“With kids, so many times you 
don’t know what went wrong” 

Hope Buxton, aftercare ser¬ 
vices coordinator at Howe- 
Peterson Funeral Home in 
Dearborn and Taylor, works 
with the Yellow Ribbon 
Program. She directs a grief 
support group called Survivors 
of Suicide (S.O.S.) 

The group meets at 7 p.m. 
the first and third Wednesdays 
at the Michigan Suicide 
Prevention Program office on 
Michigan Avenue. Howe- 
Peterson Fhneral Homes assists 


the local Yellow Ribbon 
Program by leasing the building 
where the program’s office is 
headquartered. 

“I usually tell people that sui¬ 
cide is a whole different type of 
grief than if you lose someone to 
say a heart attack or cancer. The 
grieving process is different. 
We’re one of the few groups that 
can help provide a way to work 
through this type of grief,” 
Buxton said.

Everett said every communi¬ 
ty should be concerned about 
preventing teen suicide. “It’s 
the second leading cause of 
death in Michigan in young peo¬ 
ple age 15 to 19,” she said.

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Belleville budgets for 
city building upgrades

Access to Belleville City Hall and two 
other key public buildings should be easi¬ 
er following a trio of spring projects that 
will bring city buildings into compliance 
with federal disabilities laws. 

The Belleville City Council has 
approved plans to spend $140,000 at city 
hall, the department of public works 
(DPW) facility and the fire station for 
improvements to bathrooms, entryways 
and parking lots required by the 
Americans with Disabilities Act (ADA). 

Construction could begin by June Z 

Council members earmarked $47ZOO in 
Community Development Block Grants 
(CDBG) funds earlier this year for the pro¬ 
ject with the project balance to come horn 
other CDBG money available to the city. 

Plans for city hall include an update to 
the restrooms and a new ramp to the front 
door for barrier-free access. Stairs now- 
found just inside the front doors will be 
removed. 

Similar renovations will occur at the 
Belleville fire station, accompanied by a 
new handicapped-parking space and curb 
cuts to allow wheelchair access to the side¬ 
walk 

Architect Anita Toews, of the Ann 
Arbor-based firm Architects Design 
Group, said the work would cost about 
$68,000 at city hall and $20,000 at the fire 
station 

The city will also make changes to the 
DPW building not required by the ADA, 
adding a shower and locker room, and a 
room for breaks and meetings. Work at the 
DPW building would cost about $52,000, 
according to Tbews. 

DPW Director Keith Boe said the reno¬ 
vations would facilitate expansions at the 
department He said DPW workers are 
excited, as there is nowhere in the build-

ing for them to eat lunch. 

Not all of the required ADA upgrades 
are scheduled at this time for city hall. City 
Manager Steve Walters said the cost of an 
elevator was estimated at $201,000, requir¬ 
ing nearly three years of the total CDBG 
programming available to the city He said 
the elevator might require additional 
funding. 

Walters said the city awaits approval 
from Wayne County to obligate one or two 
future years of CDBG funding toward the 
project He said the city is not yet autho¬ 
rized to spend the $47,200 recently 
approved for the 2003-04 year. The county 
might enter a construction contract prior 
to the authorization, he said. If needed, the 
city could loan the project $46,800, which 
would be repaid in July 2004 when fund¬ 
ing for that year becomes avai lable. 

In all, the city could obtain as much as 
$180,600 in CDBG funds for the project, 
including money from the current and 
next financial quarters. Any leftover fund¬ 
ing would roll over into programming for 
next year, according to Walters. 

He said the city wall bid out the projects 
as a single contract beginning April 14, 
with bids due at the May 5 city council 
meeting

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Teacher turns classroom into 

tropical rainforest each year

A dense forest of green paper 
leaves and the sounds of jungle 
birds gently suiround students as 
they enter Steve Hudock’s class¬ 
room at North Middle School in 
Van Buren Township. 

Hudock is in his third year of 
devoting nearly six weeks of 
classroom time to teaching sixth 
graders about the rainforests of 
the world. He said the theme is 
one that allows him to teach his 
students English, world geogra¬ 
phy and research skills at this 
time every year. 

“I do it in March to beat the 
winter doldrums,” Hudock said. 
“I think it gets them very excited 
and it’s exciting for me as well to 
see them fired up about learn¬ 
ing.” 

Hudock said he builds the 
classroom rainforest - this year, 
with help from parents - while 
his students are away on winter 
break. Before the break begins, 
students make paper leaves that 
Hudock hangs from the ceiling. 
He said he has saved them from 
past years and now has 1.500 
leaves to create a thick forest 
canopy. Trees spring up from 
upright rolls of carpet covered 
with brown construction paper. 


Students earn extra credit for 
making papier-mache animals 
such as the snake, lemur and 
ocelot that hide in the trees and 
swing from the paper vines. 

Hudock said that, as a theme, 
the rainforest is perfect for orga¬ 
nizing the different parts of his 
yearly curriculum. 

As part of their geography 
lessons, students learn about 
countries and world regions 
where rainforests exist. They 
also boost their research and lan¬ 
guage skills, he said, as they learn 
how to find information about 
the rainforests, apply textual 
reading skills and practice per¬ 
suasive writing through letters 
expressing their opinions about 
the importance of rainforests. 

Students also learn to read 
poetry and write their own about 
the rainforests, which they read 
at a special benefit scheduled for 
7 p.m. this evening in Hudock’s 
classroom. The event also helps 
students with efforts to fund the 
purchase of a tree, which they 
will plant in the schoolyard at the 
end of the year to commemorate 
the program and vanishing rain¬ 
forests around the world. 

“I try to teach with a sense of 
authenticity and a sense of expe¬ 
rience,” Hudock said. “The ele¬ 
ment of doing the program for a

purpose (planting the tree) does 
this.” 

Other rainforests assignments 
include role-playing, where each 
student is assigned a role and 
gathers information about the 
rainforests. Students then have a 
debate as world leaders, 
botanists, scientists and native 
peoples who live in the rain¬ 
forests. 

Hudock said the program cul¬ 
minates with the gradual defor¬ 
estation of the classroom. 

Students come to class over a 
four-day period to find that the 
rainforest is slowly disappearing. 
Students are not allowed to use 
the space in the classroom where 
the forest has disappeared. By 
the end of four days, the students 
are crowded into a small comer 
of the room. 

Hudock said this represents 
the conditions animals and 
native peoples endure as the 


rainforests disappear. Students 
are asked to keep a journal about 
the experience and how seeing 
the rainforest disappear affects 
them. 

“I think the kids are 
awestruck when they first see the 
classroom,” Hudock said. “I think 
they really get into it as it pro¬ 
vides a different atmosphere. By 
the time it’s deforested it has cre¬ 
ated a sense of belonging - that it 
belongs to them. It evokes an 
emotional effect when it’s defor¬ 
ested.” 

Hudock said he came up with 
the idea for the thematic lessons 
on the rainforests while taking 
education classes for his master’s 
degree. He said his study group 
came up with the idea and he 
wanted to try it out in his class¬ 
room. The students loved it, 
Hudock said. When students 
return to their regular curricu¬ 
lum they are able to reinforce the 


same skills they learned while 
studying the rainforests, Hudock 
said. 

Students say they have 
learned a lot so far about the 
rainforests. 

“I learned that 50 percent of 
the world's animals live in the 
rainforest’' said Krisha Rafols. 

“Many products we use every 
day come from the rainforests, 
like medicines and flavors,” said 
Tiffany Murphy. 

The public is invited to hear 
Hudock's students recite their 
poetry from 7 to 8 p.m. tonight in 
room 120 of North Middle 
School. Light tropical refresh¬ 
ments will be provided. The stu¬ 
dents are asking for donations 
toward the cost of the memorial 
tree. The school is located at 
47097 McBride Street in Van 
Buren Township. For more infor¬

Parents, teachers should 
bridge Gulf knowledge 

The war in Iraq has raised grave concerns for virtually every 
American. Many of us worry about friends, family members and other 
loved ones serving our country overseas. Others are also concerned 
about the long-term political, social and economic fallout of the cam¬ 
paign. It has also raised the issue of how much and what type of infor¬ 
mation to share with students in our schools. 

School districts in western Wayne County have taken different 
approaches to this, but all are similar in that the actions they take 
depend on the age of the students involved. 

Obviously, this is the best way to handle the situation although it 
occasionally gives rise to some sticky situations. 

Elementary school teachers are all but forbidden to discuss the 
topic with their students. The idea behind it is a good one - at that age 
parents should make the final decisions about how much information 
to share and how best to put the current events in perspective. It 
i makes sense to keep the televisions in elementary school classroom 
quiet or a part of the regular curriculum. Younger children can be 
anxious at that age, and the semblance of life as usual will only help 
foster the educational experience and provide a sense of safety. 

Even at that age, however, the teachers should be able to answer 
some questions posed by students. Children are naturally inquisitive 
and often turn to their teachers to explain things that their parents can¬ 
not or will not In many cases teachers will have to be creative in 
answering these questions, but they shouldn't be hobbled in the answers 
they can provide. They are experienced enough to walk that line. 

Take, for example, a third grader who asks his teacher where Iraq 
is located. The teacher decides that he can answer that question, and 
points out the country on a map of the world. The next question is only 
natural: How can a country that small cause so much trouble? The 
teacher pauses, and responds: Well, we’re not supposed to talk about 
this, but let me tell you about other small countries that have caused 
problems in the past.. 

At the high school level, the line becomes a little less defined. High 
schoolers, for the most part are a mature group, capable of handling 
the more intense details of violence. Even so, districts have taken a 
different approach. In Plymouth-Canton, Superintendent of Schools 
James Ryan drew a lot of ink because of his desire to turn off all class¬ 
room televisions. That’s been a point of debate, particularly among 
teachers of the class formerly known as Close-Up, which concentrates 
on current government topics. 

It’s unlikely that Ryan wanted a ban on all coverage of the war in 
the high schools. It’s more likely that he’s responding to the situation 
that arose after Sept 11,2001. when many students watched television 
in all of their classrooms, for more than five hours a day. 

Let’s face it There’s no real reason for that Although stations like 
CNN and MSNBC provide coverage of the event virtually every 
minute of the day, much of it is the same information, repeated 
through another perspective, another pundit or analyst It’s repetitive, 
and there are other lessons that need to be learned. 

If it is Ryan’s intent to be more nuanced with the policy, however, 
he should make that more clear Many teachers say they’ve received 
mixed signals about the actual policy of the district 

In Northville and Wayne-Westland, the administration has been 
clearer in their desires: if it fits in with the curriculum, teachers are 
free to discuss it as much as they like. 

Again, the point of the policies is probably to protect the students 
and ensure that their lives continue as normally as possible. The role 
of the school district, after all, is to provide as complete an education 
as possible. We are fortunate to live in a place where we can minimal- 
ize the effects of war on our young people, and we are fortunate to 
have so many willing to fight to ensure that sense of safety and peace. 
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Towering inferno of Babel 


I would never make a good politician. I don’t

I realized it again Monday night when I sat in a 
Westland City Council study session about a pro¬ 
posed cellular tower that a communications firm 
wanted to place at the comer of Wayne Road and 
Avondale. 

To me it seemed a black and white issue. It’s too 
close to a residential neighborhood. There’s too 
many of these things around and they are ugly. I fig¬ 
ured it would be shot down before I even got my 
pen out of my pocket 

The spot they picked, on the property of the 
Town & Country Bowling Alley, was indeed too 
close to a residential neighborhood, and the appli¬ 
cant, planning department, city administration and 
city council members all knew it They said so. 

Then came the song and dance. Keith Davidow, a 
consultant for T-Mobile, the firm that wanted the 
tower, said that it wasn’t the first place they picked. 
They approached the VEW. Hall and the YMCA, 



both of which would serve the 
firm and have less impact on the 
neighborhoods that exist behind 
the commercial portion of 
Wayne Road. 

Neither property owner was interested, though. 
The YMCA, a registered 501(c)3, understandably has 
to be concerned about the implications that a steady 
revenue stream has on their tax exempt status. 

Davidow also said the tower wouldn’t be the type 
of facility that visually sears the landscape else¬ 
where; it wouldn’t have the antennae-spiked trian¬ 
gular platform that looks like a reject from a Star 
Wars set Using terms like “stealth application” he 
said the tower would be a gigantic flagpole, 80 feet 
tall, and blend in with the theme of other flagpoles 
along Wayne Road. How patriotic. 

I don’t really care what it looks like. A cellular 
tower is still a cellular tower. It would take more

More annoyed than shocked 


It started slowly. It soon filled the air. Then, drop¬ 
ping with an intense frequency, people begged it to 
stop. I refer, of course, to “shock and awe.” The 
phrase, not the phenomenoa 

The broadcast media lemmings were out in full 
force last week when the attack on Iraq began. 
Perhaps we notice it more because of the wall-to- 
wall war coverage, but broadcasters always seem to 
glom onto something with a death grip, don’t they? 

Sometimes, there is a transition from commer¬ 
cial to cultural, like the phrase, “Where’s the beef?” 
Others are strictly commercial, like the snazzy 
Canadian Olympic team berets. And let us not for¬ 
get the purely cultural classic, “D’oh!” 

Until the start last week of Saddam’s Farewell 
Tour, the phrase “shock and awe” was usually men¬ 
tioned in conjunction with motorists’ reactions to 
gas price hikes. I am not certain, but I think it may 
also be a small town in Indiana where people go to 
buy Amish knickknacks. 

Now, thanks to our information-disseminating 
friends at AOLTimeWamerABCBSNBCNNFoxNews, 
“shock and awe” has a new meaning. It officially 
refers to a campaign of allied firepower designed to 
make the skies over Baghdad look like the grand 
finale of a Fourth of July fireworks display. 
Unofficially, thanks to gross overuse, it is the stupor 
caused by hearing every blow-dried, gas mask toting 
television talking head on the planet incessantly use 
the phrase, “shock and awe.” 

Not that it bothers me. 

I find a couple of things interesting about the 
current media use of the phrase. The first is, in the 
war’s opening stages, the whole “shock and awe” 


scenario seemed like nothing 
more than a defense depart¬ 
ment shuck-and-jive propagan¬ 
da move. Some of the corre¬ 
spondents actually sounded disappointed that they 
might not get to see the big show. 

I also found it interesting that my media cousins 
speak of it as if there was never such a terrifying 
display in wartime. I do not think that anyone who 
witnessed the bombing of London in World War II 
would agree. Nor would people like my dad, whose 
plane was attacked more than once by Zeros and 
anti-aircraft fire in the skies over Japan, hi fact, I 
do not think that any American soldier who 
endured a live fire fight or watched the carpet 
bombing and napalm drops in Vietnam would 
agree with the talking heads on that point 

The pictures we see on the television, no matter 
how spectacular, will never show us the reality of 
war We will not see the innocent lives lost Unlike 
Vietnam, most of us will not know soldiers who 
died. The current war, to most of us, is nothing 
more than a show on television, trivialized by the 
broadcasters who yearn to be modern-day Edward 
R. Murrows. 

This war is real to the soldiers. It is real to the 
noncombatants living in the war zone. It is real to 
President Bush, in whose hand rests decisions that 
save life and hasten death. 

Those people are experiencing the shock and 
awe associated with war. And they do not need a 
catchy phrase to help them convey an image. Then 
again, they are not using the war to sell newscasts 
o" ^hance careers. 
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Misplaced aggression 


Some of my neighbors are barking up 
the wrong tree. 

They have been soundly criticizing the 
Inkster Police Department regarding the 
number of stray dogs roaming our city 
streets. While I can under-stand my fellow 
residents' concern, I don’t think the police 
officers are the ones behaving inappropri¬ 
ately, here. 

All of the responsibility in this situation 
belongs with several other- Inkster resi¬ 
dents, specifically those who are irrespon¬ 
sible pet owners. 

More often than I care to recall, I have 
witnessed dogs of all sizes and breeds 
wandering our city streets. The majority of 
these dogs were wearing collar’s, which 
leads me to believe that they are not strays 
but instead a “beloved” pet that escaped 
unnoticed. 

Last fall I was faced with a classic 
example. As I was preparing to leave for 
work, I noticed a bouncy yellow lab run¬ 
ning around. Being an animal lover and 
concerned that the reckless pooch could 
end up road kill on Cherry Hill Road, I 
stepped outside in an attempt to capture 
the wanderer As the dog was pretty typical 
of his kind, the first thing this guy did was 
run over to me and try to entice me to play.

than a few plants to offset the appearance 
of the tower at its base, which would be a 
steel circle about 4 feet in diameter 

Davidow said the firm tried to use other 
locations where towers already exist, but 
they didn’t work out for the T-Mobile. A 
new tower was their only viable option, he 
said, if they wanted to fill in some cover¬ 
age gaps and provide better service to res¬ 
idents. 

Ultimately, the city council members 
asked for more information to see if they 
could come up with some other sites for 
the gigantic flagpole tower They didn’t say 
what I thought they should have said, 
which is: this site won’t work The tower 


won’t fit in with the ordinance, have a nice 
day. I’ve got another solution for people 
who claim they lose their signal when they 
drive along Wayne Road: Don’t talk on the 
phone when you’re driving. 

I understand the council wants to work 
with businesses and avoid the lawsuits 
that could come with an inflexible policy. 
But if you have an ordinance that spells 
out items like setbacks and separation of 
uses and you don’t follow it to the letter, 
aren’t you leaving yourself open to law¬ 
suits from the one firm that feels like it 
isn’t treated in the same manner as the 
rest?

Downtown Wayne may be 
sweetened up soon. Members of 
the Wayne City Council approved 
the site plan for a proposed 
donyt and ice cream shop on 
Michigan Avenue last week. 

The project will be located 
just east of Elizabeth Street, 
where salesmen once sold cars 
out of a now-dilapidated shack 
on Michigan Avenue. City 
Planner Matt Miller said devel¬ 
oper A1 Badram plans to demol¬ 
ish that and construct a 2,700 
square foot restaurant with a 
drive through window. 

Originally, proposed to house 
a joint Dunkin Donuts and 
Baskin Robbins ice cream shop, 
it may be home to a different 
chain of donut or ice cream shop, 
according to Badram. 

“I am still pushing for them,” 
he told the city council. “Their 
concern is the side of the road. 
They want it on the other side.” 

The project will go forward, 
even if Baskin Robbins and 
Dunkin Donuts are not a part of 
it, he said.

“We owe it to our long-time 
businesses not to site two identi¬ 
cal uses so close to each other,” 
he said. 

Mayor A1 Haidous said the city 
couldn’t determine what types of 
firms compete within city limits. 
He said the market would ulti¬ 
mately decide what type of ice 
cream or donut shop filled the

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Worts of warning 

Federal ruling may threaten wetlands definition, protection

Dan Swallow believes Americans need to take a stand 
to protect their water-ways and wetlands. 

As the environmental director for Van Buren 
Township, he’s concerned about a recent court ruling that 
could jeopardize an important federal protection. 

The township board of trustees approved a resolution 
last week supporting Swallow’s efforts to maintain protec¬ 
tion of all water’s under the federal Clean Water Act 

At the federal level there are two agencies—the 
Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) and the Corps of 
Engineers—that protect waters. 

“But now they’re both involved with possibly changing 
the definition of waters of the United States,’’ Swallow 
said. 

The issue is centered on a January 2001 ruling in 
which the Supreme Court removed federal jurisdiction 
over a single wetland in a case involving the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers and the Solid Waste Agency of 
Northern Cook County (SWANCO in Illinois. 

‘They sued the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers, saying 
they did not have jurisdiction over some isolated wet¬ 
lands and won,” Swallow said. 

Claiming that the court has an obligation to act on this 
ruling, the corps of engineers and the EPA recently issued 
an ‘Advanced Notice of Proposed Rule Making.” 

“We are saying that the court does not have to redefine 
the Clean Water Act just because of one case,” he said. 

The EPA is currently requesting public input on how 
“waters of the United States” shall be defined in the 
Clean Water Act 

Swallow said the public is invited to comment on the 
issue until April 16, 2003, by contacting the EPA at 
www.epa.gov\owow\welands\swanccnav.html.

John Millett, a spokesperson for the EPA in 
Washington, D.C., said that the Advanced Notice of 
Proposed Rule Making basically asks two questions. 

“Should EPA do a regulation to define waters of the 
U.S. in response to the Supreme Court ruling? And if it 
should, how,” Millett said. 

“There’s been some misunderstanding, because not 
many folks are familiar with the details of how regula¬ 
tions get made,” he said. “This is just advance notice of a 
proposed rule making. Some wind up as regulations and 
some don’t. It’s an information gathering tool at this 
stage,” he said. 

“The issue at hand is the Clean Water Act’s long-stand¬ 
ing and fundamental protection of “non-navigable tribu¬ 
taries of navigable waters” according to Swallow. 

These tributaries include streams, man-made water¬ 
ways connecting these streams as well as wetlands next to 
these waters. 


Swallow added that Michigan law, as with most states, i 
is limited in the protection of such waters because it 
relies on the strength of the Clean Water Act 

“Under this proposal, the court would eliminate pro¬ 
tection of some of the smaller, isolated bodies of water; 
and wetlands,” Swallow said. 

“The reason’s that’s significant is that the Clean Water • 
Act protects waters of the United States. So, if they change 
the definition, it changes the protection,” Swallow said. 

Swallow noted other communities are looking at 
adopting a similar resolution against changing the defini¬ 
tion in the act 

The Huron River Watershed Council has also been; 
working with communities in the area on the issue, 
according the Swallow. 

The state does protect wetlands down to 5 acre^ and j i 
larger under Public Act 451, Swallow said. The concern is 
about wetlands under 5 acres. 

“The concern is that without the federal rules, the state 
may lessen its protection over these smaller bodies of 
water and wetlands,” Swallow said. 

“One reason we have state protection of these water¬ 
ways and wetlands is because it’s federally mandated. 
The fear is that if we removed federal protection, the 
state’s ability to protect these areas may come into ques¬ 
tion,” Swallow said. 

“Any changes in the rules that allow protected natur¬ 
al watercourses to be affected translate into less control, 
by the local unit of government,” said Bryce Kelley, town¬ 
ship planning director. 

“When those safeguards are relaxed or go away, local 
governments are rarely in a place to write regulations to 
overcome that loss. Plus, it takes additional funding to try 
to get such regulations passed, and the township has not 
done this in the past,” Kelley said.

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Lightning strike interrupts Norlhville meeting

At first, members of the Northville 
Township Board of Trustees thought they 
came under fire Thursday night, when the 
normally quiet board meeting was inter¬ 
rupted by three sharp, staccato explosions. 

The trustees - and many in the audi¬ 
ence-jumped at the sound, caused by an 
errant bolt of lightning during the electri¬ 
cal storm that rolled through the Detroit 
metro area last Thursday Lightning shack 
the communications tower at township 
hall, blew out circuits, crashed computers 
and wiped out the phone system, accord¬ 
ing to Township Manager Chip Snider 

The sharp explosive sound came from 
one of the outlets in the meeting room, 
where the excessive electricity from the 
lightning poured out. Trustee Brad 
Werner, who faces the side of the wall 
where the small explosion occurred, said 
he saw a spark about a foot in diameter 
leap from the scorched outlet 


The aftermath of the strike provided 
some levity for the tmstees, 
developers and audience 
members, too. 

“It was pretty big,” Werner said. “We 
didn’t know what it was at first” 

As it turned out, the township was in a 
good position to deal with the aftermath of 
the lightning strike. Township Fire 
Department Sgt Guy Balok and fire Chief 
Bill Zhmendak were in the audience, 
awaiting the outcome of a proposal to pur¬ 
chase a new ambulance. They quickly 
grabbed a thermal imaging camera - a 
high-tech device that can find hot spots in 
walls, ceilings and lights - and determined 
that there was no fire cooking behind the 
wall of the hall. 

The dispatch operation, momentarily 
fried during the strike, was transferred to 
the City of Northville and two officers 
were dispatched there, according to 


Federal funds sought to repair 
aging Newburgh Road bridge 


City of Wayne officials took another step 
last week in efforts to secure federal fund¬ 
ing to help pay for the reconstruction of 
the Newburgh Road bridge. 

The bridge, between Palmer Road and 
Michigan Avenue, is more than 50 years 
old and showing signs of age, according to 
City Engineer Ramzi El-Gharib. An 
inspection of it last year found a crack in it, 
and since then the city has lowered the 
maximum weight allowed on the struc¬ 
ture, and put up signs prohibiting large 
trucks from crossing it 

The city recently had to lower the 
weight limit again, down to 5 tons, he said. 

The city will apply for funding under 
the Critical Bridge Program, a federal 
funding mechanism, according to City 
Manager John Zech. The city applied for 
funding last year, but was not successful. 

“The goal is to replace it with a new, 
two-lane bridge,” he said. “We’re not going 
to widen it” City officials briefly consid¬ 
ered widening the bridge to allow for 
future expansion on the road. The City of 


The city recently had to 
lower the weight limit again, 
down to 5 tons. 

Westland will widen Newburgh Road to 
four lanes south to Palmer in the coming 
construction cycle. 

“One the bridge is replaced, the goal it 
to remove the weight restrictions,” Zech 
said. “We want to truck traffic to be able to 
use the road again.” 

A representative from a trucking firm 
asked the city council last week if there 
was a set timeline to replace the bridge. 
City Attorney Dick Clark said the city 
couldn’t afford to do the project indepen¬ 
dently. 

“The first step is to get funding in 
place,” he said. 

If the city receives funding from the 
Critical Bridge Program, the bridge would 
be reconstructed in the 2004 consti’uction 
cycle. 


Snider 

“We have a plan in place for when 
something like this happens,” he said. “It 
worked well.” 

The regular phone system at township 
hall was the biggest casualty. Phone tech¬ 
nicians were on hand early Ffiday morn¬ 
ing, but still hadn’t returned the service 
until late in the day Monday. In the mean¬ 
time, Northville officials relied on their 
cell phones. 


“We dealt with it as well as we could, 
but our phone systems were fried,” Snider 
said. 

The aftermath of the strike provided 
some levity for the trustees, developers 
and audience members, too. 

“There aren’t too many things that can 
get this board to jump in unison,” 
Township Supervisor Mark Abbo joked 
after the tension dissipated. “Last month it 
was (Police) Chief John Werth.”

Wayne rejects league plan 


Officials in the City of Wayne 
decided not to sign on to the lat¬ 
est endeavor sponsored by the 
Michigan Municipal League 
(MML). 

The MML is a sort of lobbying 
group that represents 540 munic¬ 
ipalities in the state. The organi¬ 
zation recently initiated a project 
entitled Enhancing Local 
Government (ELG), which is 
designed to provide education to 
elected officials, according to 
Wayne City Manager John Zech. 

‘The purpose of the project is 
to provide information to elected 
officials that will help them do 
their jobs better,” he said. 

The ELG project would be a 
$1.4 million campaign to gather 
resources for local elected offi¬ 
cials to use, according to George 
Goodman, executive director of 
the MML Foundation. Topics 
would include risk management, 
economic development, infra¬ 
structure, ethics, municipal 


finance and the roles and respon¬ 
sibilities of elected officials, he 
said. 

He said he’s asking municipal¬ 
ities to buy into the program. 

That was the main problem 
Wayne officials had with it, how¬ 
ever. As recently as last month, 
council members debated the 
continuation of memberships in 
state lobbying groups as they 
looked at ways to cut costs from 
the city budget 

“It’s come to all municipalities 
in Michigan at an awkward 
time,” Zech said. “Funding is 
tight” 

Goodman suggested the ELG 
project would be worth $400 per 
elected official, and asked com¬ 
munities to contribute that much, 
but offered smaller communities 
a choice to contribute a portion 
of it 

Zech said the idea behind the 
project was a sound one, even if 
the timing was lousy.

New rules 
keep alcohol 
at arm’s length 

Stealing alcohol from retail 
shops in the City of Wayne is 
about to get more difficult 

City council members 
approved an ordinance last week 
designed to curtail the shoplift¬ 
ing of alcohol from stores and 
help cut down on under-aged 
drinking, according to Police 
Chief Mike Sumeracki. 

The ordinance, which goes 
into effect after a second reading 
and publication, requires stores 
that sell liquor or beer to display 
and sell it from behind a counter 
that prevents direct access to the 
public, according to Sumeracki. 

“We’ve been working on this 
for a while, now,” said City 
Attorney Dick Clark. 

Sumeracki said a look at the 
regular crime statistics in the city 
spawned the ordinance. The sta¬ 
tistics showed that that the 
department responded to a large 
number of shoplifting calls, and 
the majority of them were alco¬ 
hol related. 

“Other cities have ordinances 
to regulate the sale of alcohol on 
open floor space,” Sumeracki 
said. 

“It has to be behind the 
counter.” 

He said moving the beer, wine 
and other liquor behind a 
counter would also help curb 
shops from selling to minors, too. 

The ordinance will go into 
effect on April 1.

After 30 years in the education 
field, Larry Taylor, athletic direc¬ 
tor at Northville High School, is 
calling it quits. 

The 54-year-old former coach 
and physical education teacher 
said this year will be his last with 
the Northville Public School 
District 

“My wife is a big influence in 
this,” he said. She retired three 
years ago from the FTasier School 
District “We’ll still keep in touch 
with the district, and I’ll still 
attend sporting events ” 

Taylor came to the Northville 
School District 18 years ago and 
has taught physical education at 
all levels. He's also coached bas¬ 
ketball at the junior and varsity 
levels before he took on the role 
of athletic director. 

Baseball was his first love, 
though. He attended Eastern 
Michigan University on a base¬ 
ball scholarship and from there 
went to the Roseville School 
District He taught physical edu¬ 
cation there and coached the var¬ 
sity football program in the fall, 
the varsity basketball program in 
the winter and the varsity base¬ 
ball program in the spring. 

In Northville, he counts as one 
of his greatest accomplishments 
his input on the design of the 
new high school. 

“I think we’ve done a nice 
job,” he said from his corner 
office that looks out onto the ath¬ 


letic fields. 

When he came to the district 
the high school was still located 
at Eight Mile Road and Center 
Street in the City of Northville. 
The school was state of the art in 
its day for a high school - with 
two gyms and a pool and all the 
other amenities - but the district 
was at the beginning of a major 
growth spurt 

“The gyms were a little small, 
and they were getting outdated,” 
he said. 

He took input from everyone 
as he helped design the pool and 
athletic facilities in the high 
school and the result is an athlet¬ 
ic department second to none. 

He said he’s been fortunate 
with the facilities and the people 
chosen to coach athletic pro¬ 
grams in the district 

“There are a lot of quality 
coaches here. It always made my 
job a little easier,” he said, and 
added that many times the 
coaches don’t get the recognition 
they deserve. “These programs 
don’t just run during their 
respective seasons. (The coaches) 
give a lot of their time. It’s hard to 
find good quality coaches that 
will do that” 

He said during his tenure the 
nature of competition has 
changed, as well. Each year, he 
said it seems the students 
become stronger, faster and 
smarter and the competition 
more intense. It’s become an 
unwritten rules that student ath¬ 
letes have to start preparing ear¬ 


lier if they want to be competi¬ 
tive, he said 

“There’s been a dramatic 
change in preparation,” Taylor 
said. “We can’t find a large 
enough room for all the kids that 
want to do weight training” 

Taylor said he plans to spend 
more time with his wife, and the 
retirement will allow them to 
travel more often to property 


they own in Florida. He also 
envisions more time spent pursu¬ 
ing his major hobby, golf. 

It won’t be easy to give up the 
daily return in exchange for 
more leisure time, however. 

“It’s difficult. You develop a 
long relationship with a number 
of people,” he said. ‘That’s be the 
more difficult part, not being in 
the daily routine ” 


It also means that he’ll be able 
to watch games and track meets 
without worrying about whether 
the scoreboard works, or the 
equipment is in tip-top shape. In 
fact, that’s the advice he has for 
his successor 

“Be prepared to spend a lot of 
time at school,” Taylor said. “And 
have a lot of patience. Things 
don’t always go smoothly.”
